THE  DROP-OUT

Shov7s  laboratory  conditions  in 
which  an  over-abundance  of  births  develops  in  a  predictable  pattern 
when  natural  enemies,  food  factors,  and  other  environmental  influ- 
ences favor  such  a  surplus.  Points  out  that  man,  with  his  ability  to 
change  environment,  has  created  a  problem  of  birth  surplus  over  death 
giving  rise  to  a  biological  and  sociological  phenomenon  which  is  called 
"population  explosion."

Explains  the  states  in  the  process  emphasizing  the  general  principles 
involved  and  highlighting  significant  details.  Enumerates  the  succes- 
sive stages  as  sand,  drift,  dry  middle  beach,  pioneer  grasses,  cotton- 
woods,  pines,  oaks,  and  beech-maples.  Animal  life  at  each  ecological 
interval  is  indicated.

Shov7s  a  complete  day  in  the  life  of  Tom  Jones,  a  typical  fireman  at  a 
neighborhood  fire  station.  Includes  his  routine  maintenance  and  prac- 
tice duties,  leisure  time,  and  work  during  a  run  to  a  fire. 

FOOD  AND  SOIL
